A special of the Town Council was held yes- 
terday, in the City Hall, for the purpose of electing a fit 
person to be Lord Mayor for the ensuing year, and for 
the transaction of other business. The chair was occupfed 
by Alderman Krvauan, locum tenens.

The minutes of the last meeting having been read, 

Alderman John Reynolds [gave notice of motion to 
the effect that Alderman George Martin should, at a 
future meeting, be elected a representative of the council 
at the ballast board. 


Mr. Acheson gave notice that he would move for the 
adoption of a new system of pavement, and that an ex- 
periment of it should be tried on Merrion-square, or 
such other place as should be agreed on. 


Mr. Whelan handed in the following notice :'—“ That 
the report of Committee Number 2 of the 28th Oc- 
tober, in reference to the pipe water, was declared con- 
firmed upon the first reading contrary to the 33rd sec- 
tion of the bye-laws, in which it is stated that after 
the first reading the report shall lie on the table for 
one week at least, after which time such report shall be 
read aloud, and, if approved of, be adopted. There- 
fore, all proceedings on such report should be null and 
void. 


Alderman Curran, in moving the nomination of Al- 
derman Redmond Carroll, as Lord Mayor for the en- 
suing year, said he had the honour of proposing the 
nomination of that gentleman in July last, when the 
resolution was unanimously passed, and he hoped and 
trusted the motion would then be passed without oppo- 
sition. The members of the council had known Alder- 
man Carroll for several years, and he maintained a high 
and honourable character in his profession, and he 
(Alderman Curran) felt satisfied that he would honour- 
ably discharge the duties of the office. (Hear, oe.) 

Mr. John Martin (Trinity Ward) reso- 
lution, and passed a eulogium on the merits of Alderman 
Carroll. i ó 

THE LORD MAYOR ELECT.” 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) said, he rose to ad- 
dress the council with feelings of pain and regret, inas- 
much as it was always to be desired that on such occa- 
sions as the nominationof a new Lord Mayor, the most 
perfect unanimity should prevail, but upon the present 
occasion a strong sense ot public duty compelled him to 
express his dissent to the proposition proposed. It 
would be in the recollection of the council that the reso- 
lution by which Alderman Carroll was put in nomina- 
tion, in July last, to be Lord Mayor, was seconded by his 
worthy friend Alderman Atkinson; but the present was 
the first occasion in that council, within his (Mr. Mar- 
tin’s) memory, when a gentleman was proposed to fill 
the office of Lord Mayor by two members professing his 
own opinions and of hisfown political party. He (Mr. 
Martin) thought it augured badly for the regime such an 
organisation would originate. When he expressed the 
opinion that, had Alderman Carroll remained content 
with the high honour to which he so speedily attained 
in that council, many of its members would most 
cheerfully have acquiesced in his nomination to 
the office, he was quite sure he not alone expressed 
the unanimous opinion of the gentlemen of the council 
with whom he acted, but also some Liberals, when he said 
it was an exhibition of bad taste on Alderman Carroll’s 
part that after his nomination he should have originated 
a contest against the alderman of his own ward, to un- 
seat the only Conservative member ot the ward which 
he himself represented. It would be remembered that, 
in 1850 a corporation was elected, which in a short time 
became exclusively a political body, and that it soon 
met with the general disapprobation of the citizens. 
Accordingly a public body in the city that generally 
abstained from interfering in matters of the kind suc- 
cessfully took up the question, and worked out a sub- 
stantial, and what was to be hoped would have been a 
lasting, reform in the council. (Hear, hear.) The 
council was then composed of sixty members, 
equally balanced as to political opinions, there 
being upon it thirty-two gentlemen professing 
the Protestant faith,and twenty-eight Roman Catholics. 
The proportion returned upon that occasion at once 
tended .to the harmonious working of the business of 
the council, which commenced its proceedings by elect- 
ing Mr. Benjamin Lee Guinness to be Lord , Any and 
for the following year a gentleman professing Liberal 
opinions was elected to the office. That arrangement 
continued for some time undisturbed ; but he regretted 
to find that, year after year, efforts were made to oust 
gentlemen out of the council, not for any want of ef- 
ficiency or respectability, but — because they pro- 
tessed certain political opinions, and professed them in- 
offensively. hen he looked around him, he regretted 
to miss some of those gentlemen who co-o 80

Mr. Martin felt justly 
grieved, perhaps, by the defeat of the Conservatives at 
the recent election, whose interest he had at heart; but, 
no doubt, the debate would draw forth some explanation 
from the Lord Mayor-elect as to the step he had taken. 
There was no doubt that every gentleman in the coun- 
cil, no matter what his politics, had an undoubted right to 
oppose any gentleman he thought fit. It was his pri- 


vilege and prerogative to do so, but the Lord Mayor- 
elect would excuse him when he said that it was the 


| general feeling, not only of the Conservative party, but 


also of a large number of Liberals, that it would have 
been better if Alderman Wilson had not been opposed. 
With respect to Alderman Martin, it was the unanimous 
feeling that he was the right man in the right place, but 
certainly their feelings were a little wounded when they 
found, that in place of going into some other ward, he 
put out their old and esteemed friend Alderman Hu yte.

e was of opinion it would be better if Mr. Martin with- 
drew his amendment on that occasion, and not press it 
to a division, 

Mr. Price concurred with the last speaker, and was 
sure, if Mr. Martin would not press the‘amendment to a 
division, that Alderman Carroll, when he would rise to 
return thanks for the honour of being elected, would be 
able to explain satisfactorily the course he had adopted. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward), in reply, stated be 
did not bring forward the amendment without deliber- 
ately considering the duty he had to perform. It was a 
course which he felt extreme pain in taking, but he felt 
it to be a duty which he was bound to discharge. 
Having brought it forward under a stern sense of duty. 
he felt that he should allow the amendment to remain 
on record. So far as he (Mr. Martin) was personally 
concerned, he would leave the amendment altogether 
in the hands of the council. He was sure the public 
out of doors, and a very large number of the respectable 
Liberal party, would consider the step he had taken as 
pertectly justifiable. 

Mr. Martin (Trini‘y Ward) said, Liberals had been in 
the ascendancy in the corporation since the beginning, 
and, notwithstanding that preponderance, they had given 
the mayoralty every sccond year to the Conservatives 
As the present attempt was made, he thought it worthy 
of consideration whether they would not elect a Libera! 
Protestant every second year, and give the mayoralty 
every third year to the Conservatives. It seemed to 
him that Mr. Martin, of Fitzwilliam Ward, should have 
gone and abused the 216 burgesses of the Mountjoy 
Ward, for electing Alderman Carroll. i 


Mr. Curran asked Mr. Martin not to press his amend- 
ment, as he did not think it could tend to any good. 

Mr. Vereker said, he was sure that every member of 
the council united with him in the expression of his 
regret that a little warmth and personal 
feeling had been introduced into the discussion. 
The plain fact was, that Alderman Carroll was 
unanimously nominated, in July last, to be Lord 
Mayor, the only question before the qdufcil was, 
whether his conduct since that time Vas wile to ren- 
der him unworthy to fill the office. In the contest on 
which he entered, provided it was conducted in a gentle- 
manlike manner, he (Mr. Vereker) did not think there 
were sufficient grounds in that alone to justily 
a vote of censure upon Alderman Carroil, and to 
declare that he had forfeited, by his conduct, his right 
to the office. Under the circumstances, he (Mr. Vere- 
ker), as a Conservative, would request Mr. Martin to 
withdraw his amendment. (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) dissented from those 
views, and could not accede to the request. 


Alderman Atkinson begged of Mr. Martin to with- 
draw his amendment, as he was of opinion it would 
be better for the general interests of the council that it 
should not be carried further. Ile would leave the 
matter to Mr. Martin’s good sense and judgment. 


Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) said it was rather 
hard for Alderman Atkinson to say that, as he himself 
had emphatically denounced the conduct of Alderman 
Carroll. He confessed that if he thought he had suffi- 
cient grounds for originating his motiow, he would have 
found sufficient ground in the emphatic silence of Alder- 
man Atkinson, in not seconding Alderman Carroll's 
3 that day, though he had done so in July 
ast. 


Several Members of the council here called on Mr. 
Martin to withdraw his amendment, and he ultimately 
consented to do so. 


The Chairman then put the original resolution for the 
election of Alderman Carroll to be Lord Mayor for the 
ensuing year. 


It was passed unanimously. 


Alderman Carroll, in rising toreturn thanks, said he did 
not wish to say anything in reply to Mr. Martin, pending 
what he might call his trial before the council. He 
was delighted to find that after the ingenuity of 
a number of gentlemen who prompted Mr. Martin. that 
his (Alderman Carroll’s) sole offence was seeking to be 
alderman for his own ward. He would thank God that 
Mr. Martin, nor any of the gentlemen acting with him. 
could not allege anything against his character, for if 
they could, he believed it would soon be before the 
council. Since he sought the aldermauship of the ware 
he had been a most maligned man, and the most atrv- 
cious falsehoods had been putforward against him, under 
fictitious names, by persons whom he felt it would he 
beneath him to answer. His whole offence was, that he 
had the audacity to oppose a gentleman professing 
Conservative principles; and was he to be told, in an as- 
sembly of men of common sense, that because a Con. 
servative happened'to be alderman for another ward, that 
a man of another creed and politics should not interfere 
with him? whereas, according to Mr. Martin's doctrine, 
a Conservative should put out a Roman Catholic, but 
that a Roman Catholic should not dare show his nose 
before a Conservative. He was called upon, a year ago, 
by a very influential body of the electors,

We have to celebrate the obsequies of a short-lived 
contemporary. Manifold and grievous were the 
calamities which protracted its birth, and after all 
its struggles a little thing sufficed to strangle it. Our 
readers remember, doubtless, the famous “ Registry 
Journal of treland”---at least, they have heard of its 
gaudy prospectus. Those who were curious re- 
specting other people's affairs were promised a 
thorough insight into their “ social position“ for the 
nominal charge of sixpence. Fancy the host of 
queries which must have showered down upon the 
head of the bewildered Editor! If a law student 
upon a holiday spoke soft words to Emma, if a dowa- 
ger aunt was alarmed by the open flirtation of a 
dashing captain of dragoons with a portioned niece; 
if Maria’s hand was gently pressed, or words were 
spoken in stolen whispers on lobby or behind piano, 
forthwith came, flying through the post, a string of 
interrogatories as to the social standing of the ven- 
turous delinquent. It would be worth something— 
the examination of the Editor’s correspondence. A 
host of persons learned in the law, we were assured 
and possessing very peculiar sources of information, 
were waiting for the reception ofsixpenny interroga- 
tories, as eager to be employed as the anonymous 
advertisers who promise to sketch your character by 
your writing for the “ ridiculously small sum of 
sixpence.” 

But the bantling died, for a time, through in- 
anition. It suffered grievously from atrophy: 
Twice only did it appear in public, but the public 
would have none of it. It is to be resuscitated when 
subscriptions come in to the amount of half the 
working expenses—that is, at the Greek Calends, 
or when Mr. Bright forms his broad-brimmed and 
broad-based Cabinet. We looked down the inter- 
minable lists of names exhibited to the public 
curiosity in the first number of the Registry Jour- 
nal. Sad it was to witness the meshes of the law 
entangled around so many industrious and honest 
men ; for defeat will befall the wisest, and the best- 
founded hopes sometimes prove illusive. We saw 
how the Jew entrapped the inexperienced soldier, 
and muleted him in costs for a glittering trifle, worth- 
less at the best; we saw the country parson who 
had given a bond to secure a marriage portion for 
his daughter; we saw the capitalist who required a 
large sum of money for investment, and gave se- 
curity; we saw how an exacting creditor had in- 
sisted on his pound of flesh ;—all was printed here, 
and open toevery heartless or curious person. There 
was no mark by which you could distinguish those 
who were only unfortunate from rogues. 
By what right or title was this publication issued ? 
Such an exposure of private transactions was never 
intended by the law. When the Legislature directed 
that a registry of deeds, judgments, bills of sale, Ke. 
&c., should be kept under the custody of officers ap- 
pointed by the State, it did not contemplate th at the 
whole should be published in the columns of a jour- 
nal. When the Legislature directed that if a creditor 
asked for information as to one specified name, that 
information should be given on his paying fourteen- 
pence for every name he inquired of, it did not 
authorise the wholesale publication in a black list of 
every name in the whole registry. We asked, and the 
question shall be asked when Parliament assembles, 
when it must be answered, by what authority or privi- 
lege Mr. James Ennis, secretary to the journal, or any 
other person, could extract some thousand names from 
the different offices where registries wert kept? No 
publisher of such a journal could possibly afford to 
pay fourteenpence for every name of every debtor 
in Ireland. By what right was that sum remitted in 
the case of Black Lists? who permitted the clerks 
in the different departments to hand over their books 
to an unauthorised copyist, or close their eyes while 
he read and noted down for publication the dismal 
record of misfortune? There is wrong somewhere--- 
wrong on the part of either principals or subordinates. 
Had the State thought it right to allow the publication 
of every name against which a judgment of any kind 


without the printer's name and residence in full. If 
these are not given, there are heavy pains and penal- 
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will assuredly have to be explained. 


Mussrs. Batant and Conpen exhibited last night 
before 4 Liverpool audience. The latter gentleman 
has just returned from Paris, having appointed 
himself Envoy Extraordinary from the enslaved 
British to the great Liberator, Louis Napoleon. Mr. 
Cobden, considering his Quaker affinities, has a 
wonderful fancy for visiting crowned heads. He 
went once to visit the Czar, and delivered a prolix 
barangue upon the blessings of peace. The Czar 
listened, nodded, and acquiesced. Peace was a 
great thing, and he was a man of peace. He merely 
wanted Turkey, and if people were wise enough not 
to thwart him, there would be peace. It was all 
the fault of his enemies, should war arise. Mr. 
Cobden returned full of peace and importance. He 
had seen the Czar, and he certainly ought to have 
Turkey. If, after that, he should be hostile to 
England, Mr. Cobden would certainly “ crumple 
“him up.” Now, Mr. Cobden returns from the 
city of the Emperor. He has seen great mili- 
tary preparations. He may have witnessed the 
launch of the new steel-plated frigate, Gloire, on 
Sunday last. But he assures his Liverpool friends, 
quite confidentially, that nothing was further from 
the Emperor's intention than any attack on England 
at present. Let England only allow him to manage 
the rest of Europe as he pleases, and she shall not be 
assailed. “ You see, I send my soldiers to fight your 
é battles in China, and am quite willing to give you a 
“share of the glory. If I were intending to invade 
„England with 200,000 men, I could not spare 6,000 
“from my 700,000.” Mr. Cobden is quite convinced by 
this appeal, and wants to convince others that Louis 
Napoleon is the most peaceful person in the world, 
if you only permit him to have his own way. It 
would seem, however, that there are some in Liver- 
pool who entertain doubts of Mr. Cobden’s fitness as 
an envoy. Four very sapient merchants wrote per- 
sonally to Louis Napoleon, entreating to know from 
himself whether he really intended to destroy Eng- 
land. The telegram reports that they received a 
reassuring answer, and we hope they believe it. 

Mr. Bright, last night, commenced a new role of 
agitation. He is now the Jack Cade of England. 
There shall be in England seven halfpenny loaves 
„sold for a penny; the three-hooped pot shall have 
“five hoops; all the realm shall be in common, and 
“ain Cheapside shall my palfrey go to grass. Mr. 
Bright assures the working-men that they pay all the 
taxes, or the greater portion of them. He proposes 
quietly to remove all customs’ duties on foreign pro- 
ductions, and place them on property. As “property” 
could not endure the additional weight, he hopes thus 
to deprive us of fleets and armies. All England is 
to be nothing but a vast land of spinning jennies, 
and the only condition we are to make with any one 
who pleases to conquer us is, that he will allow us to 
spin cotton. The immediate result of Mr. Bright's 
proposal would be a reduction in the amount of 
wages equal to the amount of the tax, and that sum 
would at once go into the pockets of the millowners. 

Fortunately, the spirit of England is little inclined 
now to hearken to Mr. Bright. During the last 
two years he has bellowed about Reform and the 
Ballot : both are cushioned now. Men will, ofcourse, 
crowd to hear a powerful speaker declaiming against 
all but his own selfish clique. Make your denuncia- 
tions strong enough, and deal in sweeping assertions, 
and you can easily gain the applause ofthe mob. But 
the working-men are educated, and, on a little thought: 
see clearly through Mr. Bright's fallacies. They see 
the danger of the country, and are little inclined to 
increase it. They cannot understand on what loyal 
or honest ground Mr. Bright comes forward now to 
create dissension when there is the utmost need of 
union. To talk of peace when all the world is armed 
and we are arming is futile. It is something worse to 
endeavour to lessen the resources of the country by 
appealing to the worst passions of the lowest class 
amongst us. 

This new agitation will die. It may obtain a forced 
and unnatural adhesion at first. Mr. Bright's party 
have abundance of money, as Wakefield can testify, 
and it will be freely spent. It has even been pro- 
posed to purchase one of the local newspapers in 
Liverpool, to advocate their peculiar views. But 
tue time Mr. Bright has chosen for the develop- 
ment of his schemes must prove how little he cares 
either for the safety or the honour of England. 


The Times on the Italian Question :— 


Had it been proposed this time last year to re- con- 
struct Italy in a manner to satis and Govern- 
ments, Liberals and Absolutists, Statesmen and Church- 
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Vienna. man to 
settle, to lull, and to allay? Has Lord Granville suffi- 
cient nal authority, even were he able and willing 
to 1 As for Lord Cowley, he is a meritorious ser- 
vant; but, like many a lieutenant, he will 
want a master. As we have said, somebody 
is wanted to do that which uobody—not 
all England, not all the world, ventured to attempt, or 
even thought possible, a twelvemonth ago. We are 
driven back to a parallel crisis, if parallel, in search of 
a t worthy of the occasion. At the Congress 
of Verona England was represented by her greatest 
man ; and probably no one short of her greatest would 
have had authority at once to represent her and to 
satisfy her. The Duke of Wellington risked a great 
name when he entered a Congress with profes- 
sional diplomatists; but his strength was equal 
to the risk, and he could sway as well as advise. 
We have only one among us who can be said, 
in any sense, to occupy the Duke’s place, and 
whose long and varied experience, and neutral position 
between different schools of opinion, secure for him as 
much public confidence as is possible in these days. 
Were Lord Palmerston himselfto go to Paris, he wouid 
avoid the danger of aninferior hand, he would have no 
critic he need fear, and the British nation would readily 
believe him to have done the best that could be done 
under the circumstances. That he would himself desire 
to go is what we can hardly expect ; but he certainly 
would lay England under the greatest obligation, 
and redeem his European fame trom many an old 
calumny. Hitherto he has been charged with dis- 
turbing settlements, and unmaking for others to 
mend. In the present instance this disturbance is 
from another quarter, and Italy has been pulled to 
pieces without so much as asking England's leave. 
Lord Palmerston for once has been a spectator, 
and he is now called in to reset the broken 
limb which has been set once and in vain. Even 
should he fail, as he may easily do, the very 
attempt will be noble; and all that can ever be 
said will be, that he only succeeded in offering 
some good suggestions to the most divided race, 
to the most distracted territory, to the greatest 
spiritual usurpation, and the two greatest military 
Powers in the world. 


Thesame J ournal on the late Mutiny on board the 


Princess Royal :--- 


A mutinous outbreak on boarda ship of the line in a 
British harbour is far too serious, and, we are happy to 
add, too extraordinary an event, to be passed without 
public comment, especially as the circumstances of the 
occurrence appear but imperfectly explained. The 
Princess Royal is a vessel of 90 guns, under the com- 
mand of Captain Thomas Baillie, and on the 12th of last 
month she was lyii.g at Portsmouth after a recent cruise 
in the Mediterranean. At half-past 3 p.m. on that 
day, being Saturday, the chief petty officers of the ship 
came to Commander Josling—next in authority 
to Captain Baillie—and requested, on behalf of the ship's 
company, that they might have leave ashore till Monday 
morning. Commander Josling replied that the Captain 
was not on board, but that he would for- 
ward their requisition to him at the house of the 
Port Admiral, and this he did accordingly, through 
Lieutenant Prattent. Captain Baillie was just 
leaving the Port-Admiral's door when Lieutenant 
Prattent met him, and delivered his message, upon 
which the Captain returned to the Admiral, preferred 
the request of the men, and obtained leave, not for the 
whole company, but for one watch, or half of them. 
These orders he himself brought back to the ship, com- 
municated them to Commander Josling, and retired to 
his cabin. Presently, however, he received a message 
from the Port-Admiral, requesting his re-attendance, 
and, as he was led to imagine, on the subject of the 
men’s leave. As he passed along the quarter-deck he 
observed some petty officers in communication with the 
Commander, and an appearance of some unusual demon- 
stration among the men. On inquiring into the circum- 
stance, he was told that the men were dissatisfied 
with the partial indulgence just obtained, and that 
they wanted leave for all or none. At this time 
the libertymen, or the watch on leave, were already 
mustered on the jetty, and Captain Baillie, on observing 
them there as he proceeded to the Port-Admiral’s house, 
told the officer in command not to march them beyond 
a certain point, thinking that the Admiral might be re- 
considering his recent assent to their departure. He 
then went on tothe Port Admiral, told him what had 
taken place, and received an order to “stop all leave.” 
With these directions he was returning to his ship, when 
he found that the men had been marched beyond the 
point specified, and had arrived, in fact, at the 
very gates jof ‘the dockyard. On reporting this cir- 
cumstance also to the Admiral, Captain Bailie be- 
lieves—though on this point his memory is not 
perfectly dlear—that he was ordered to march 
the men again to the ship, which he did accordingly. 
When they were all on board again he addressed them, 
and said it would depend upon their behaviour whether 
he should ask leave for them or not on the day follow- 
ing ; but the admonition produced little effect, for in a 
few minutes the disturbance commenced, and the lower 
deck was presently in possession of the rioters. Lights 
were extinguished, shots thrown about, and for some 
time order was completely lost in that part of the vessel. 
Of course, the outbreak was soon suppressed, After 
warning had been given to all well-disposed men to come 
up from below, the hatches were fastened down, marines 
were brought up, and the mutineers readily secured. 

These incidents of the transaction we collect with 
little difficulty from the proceedings of the court-mat- 
tial charged with the trial of the offenders, but when we 
endeavour to trace the original misunderstanding to its 
source we find ourselves in considerable perplex ity. 
There was nothing extraordinary in the first request of 
the men for leave, or in the manner in which it was pre- 
ferred.

FINANCIAL REFORM SOIREE. 
LiverPoo., Tuurspar Eveninc.—The Liverpool Fi- 
nancial Association gave a grand soiree at the Philhar- 
monic Hall, which was densely crowded in all parts ; 


number of ladies in full dress occupying the seats in the 
boxes and stalls. The soiree was arranged about a 
month previously, in order to enable Messrs. Cobden 
and Bright, who have not spoken in Liverpool for several 
years, to express their sentiments on the great question 
of financial and political reform. Mr. Charles Robert- 
son, owing to the indisposition of Mr. Gladstone, the 
chairman of the Liverpool Financial Reform Association, 
occupied the chair. Owing to a serious illness which 
detains him in Paris, Mr. Cobden was unable to be pre- 
sent; but amongst the company on the platform, there 
were—John Bright, Esq., M. P., who was most enthusias- 
tically received; Messrs. T. Bazley, M.P., Lawrence 
Heyworth, C. Holland, R. Phipps, G. Hadfield, M. P.; 
J. C. Ewart, M. P.; General O'Brien, George Thompson, 
E. G. Salisbury, Edmond Ashworth, &c. 
Mr. Charles Robertson, having taken the chair, called 
upon J. R. Jeffrey, Esq., to read letters of apology 
of absence from Mr. Titus Salt, M.P.; Mr. T. B. 
Horsfall, M. P.; E. W. Ewart, M. P.; Mr. T. Alcock, M. P.; 
Mr. J. Caird. M. P.; Colonel Sykes, M. P.; Mr. S. Laing, 
M. P.; Lord Fermoy, MP.; Mr. W. T. Fox, M. P.; Mr. 
Ricardo, M. P.; Mr. Ayrton, M. P.; Mr. W. Scholfield, 
M. P.; Mr. J. Kershaw, Sir John Bowring, Sir T. B. 
Birch, and Sir Joshua Walmsley. Mr. Charles Robert- 
son then gave a history of the Finaneial Reform Associa- 
tion, and of the objects of its members, with reference 
to the management of the national finances; and after 
alluding gracefully to the unavoidable absence of Mr. 
Cobden and Gencral P. Thompson, and to the talents 
and services of Mr. Bright, he called upon Mr. Jeffrey 
to read an address from the council and friends 
of the association. The address was inscribed To 
General P. Thompson, Richard Cobden, Esq., M.P., and 
John Bright Esq, M.P.” After welcoming these gentle- 
men to Liverpool the address acknowledged their great 
and important services to the cause of public liberty 
and good Government, and especially in obtaining a 
repeal of the Corn Laws, but the mission of the Anti- 
corn Law League was still unfulfilled while so many 
protective duties were still allowed to remain on our 
tariff. The duties on timber, wine, spirits, butter, 
cheese, and numerous manufactured articles should be 
swept away. Customs and Excise duties shifted the 
burden of taxation from property to industry, and com- 
mitted the double injustice of placing obstacles in the 
way of trade, by which the wages of labour were dimi- 
nished, and imposing on labour, thus restricted, the 
obligations to pay debts incurred, and support estab- 
lishments existing chiefly for the protection of property. 
It was not only most desirable, but perfectly practicable, 
to abolish the present cumbrous, costly, and barbarous 
system of taxation, and the council hailed the 
cg” of General Thompson and Mr, Bright, and the 
nown concurrence of Mr. Cobden, as an assurance that 
this great question should at length receive due con- 
sideration and discussion. Mr. Robertson, amidst the 
most enthusiastic applause, presented a copy of the 
address, engrossed on vellum, to Mr. Bright, and before 
calling on Mr. Bright to reply, he read a letter from 
Mr. Cobden. ‘The letter was addressed to Mr. Robert- 
son Gladstone, president of the Liverpool Financial 
Reform Association, and was dated Paris, Nov. 28. 
Mr. Cobden stated that for ten days he had been con- 
fined to his bedroom by severe indisposition, and though 
unable to be present on this occasion, promised at an 
early opportunity to visit Liverpool. He then procee- 
ded :—*Never was there a moment when I felt greater 
interest than at present in the realisation of your 
society’s programme for substituting direct for indirect 
taxation. If I required an illustration of the importance 
of your principle, which implies the removal of Custom 
House impediments between nations, I should find it 
in the present relations of England and France. What 
means this periodical visitation, which, like the cholera, 
or some other infectious disease, has, every two or three 
years since 1847, caused the panic cry of a French in- 
vasion to overspread England ? Here am I, with all my 
children, in the very jaws of the imaginary monster, 
and yet I feel no less safe from attack or injury,so long 
as I refrain from molesting or wronging others, than if I 
were residing in London or Liverpool. Whence springs 
the idea of danger which pervades the public mind at 
home? [attribute it mainly to the want of intercom- 
munication, and the consequent ignorance and prejudice 
which prevails respecting the character and designs of our 
nearest Continental neighbours. Here are two of the 
greatest nations, separated only by the narrow est stripe of 
ocean, with their distinet and proud annals, their rival tra- 
ditions, their difference in race, language, and religion, all 
tending to produce alienation ; but nature, which always 
works by laws of compensation, has endowed the two coun- 
tries with a variety of productions, and imparted to the 
populations an instinctive desire to supply each other's 
wants and deficiencies, which, had nature’s law been al- 
lowed their free action, would have brought the two 
nations into such constant contact and communication, 
and lead them under such mutual dependence, as would 
have subdued the merely latent causes of antagonism, 
and thereby rendered impossible the present state of 


day, the Governments of the two countries have directed 
their energies to the task of preventing, as far as possible, 
any commercial intercourse between them. ‘The bane- 
ful consequences are naturally as we behold. Let us 
hope that Legislatures will awaken jto a sense of the 
responsibility which attaches to those who thus array 
themselves against the obvious laws of the Creator. 
Meanwhile, your society will, I hope, persevere in its 
useful labours, and continue to draw around you the 
sympathy and co-operation of good men. You are not 
a political organisation, your functions are those of an 
educator, and your object is to prepare the public mind 
for the future action of the statesmen of the day, for the 
full realisation of your views may still be remote, but 
step by step we every year approach nearer to the desired 
goal. You have only to persevere in the advocacy of 
your Nr and peaceful principles, and God will 
assuredly, in His own good time, crown your labours with

; but what had been the result ?—In 1838 the eon- 


9,000,000 ewts. Who had consumed the extra quantity? 
Not the rich, but the vast masses of the people who, 
under a system of protection to the colonies, were almost 
wholly debarred from the consumption of that article. 
The same was the case with tea, the same with the 
£20,000,000 worth of corn and cattle. (Cheers.) With 
regard to population and representation, Mr. New- 
marsh, Secretary of the Statistical Society, estimated 
that 75 out of every hundred lived in houses under the 
value of £10, and 25 of every hundred in houses above 
that value. This was for England and Wales; but if 
Scotland and Ireland were added, it would become 80 
below and 20 above £10; the 80 families, of course, 
consumed far more of the heavily taxed articles than 
the 20. 24,000,000 people in the United Kingdom lived 
in houses under the value of £10, 6,000,000 only in houses 
above £10. Was it not fair to assume that the 24,000,000 
persons consumed more of those heavily taxed articles 
than the 6,000,000 ? Even excluding the consumption of 
the servants engaged in the establishments of the rich, 
he had ascertained that the consumption of those arti- 
cles’ amongst eighteen working heads of families, and 
men who might be considered the elite of the working 
classes of Lancashire, exceeded income-tax of 84 cent. 
upon their gross earnings ; and this, it must be borne in 
mind, was a tax upon the 30s. which they received, not 
from the rent of their houses and farms, but in return 
for that labgur which, day by day, was exhausting their 
physical strength, and which was liable to nume- 
rous accidents, derangements, and determinations. 
Was it not for the middle classes to combine, and 
say to the rulers of the country, that those who had 
property, and who were willing to contribute to 
the necessary expenses of the State, should never 
consent to any law which would permit the hand 
of the tax-gatherer to lessen the little comforts which a 
man’s labour could obtain te supply his daily wants ? 
(Cheers.) He believed that if his fellow-countrymen 
were fully aware of the facts of the case, they would not, 
for a single moment, continue assisting that which was 
most unwise, and especially injurious to the great body 
of the working peuple. What, then, was the change 
they proposed? He proposed to pass a law that every 
one hundred pounds of property, exclusive of the pro- 
perty of those who did not possess £100, should an- 
nually pay the sum of 8s. to the State; this would be a 
fairer and more equitable tax than the income-tax. 
It would enable them to sweep away that 
impost, many other oppressive taxes, aad no 
less than four hundred and thirty - nine ar- 
ticles which now encumber the tariff. These taxes 
produced about 26,000,000/., and the tax he proposed 
would bring in a yearly revenue of more than 27,000,000(., 
leaving the other 19 or 20,000,000“. to be levied on 
spirits, beer, and other articles, which many people con- 
sidered as a preventive to morality. He then alluded 
to the unfair way in which the legacy and probate duties 
were levied on personal property, leaving landed pro- 
perty untouched, so that while 103,000,000. sterling had 
been produced by those taxes since 1797, only 3,000, 000“. 
had been produced by Mr. Gladstone’s succession duty, 
leavinga balance of more than 100,000,000/. which had been 
paid to the State by the owners of personal property, 
and from which the proprietors of freehold estates 
had been exempt, Speaking of the last Reform Bill 
presented to Parliament it was (he said) a piece of 
duplicity which caused the ignominious expulsion from 
office of the Derby Government, who displayed ig- 
norance of the people’s wants and contempt of their 
understandings. Another Cabinet was now discussing 
the same question. Some members of it honestly desired 
to admit a large mass of the people to the representation, 
but others were faint in their advocacy of the question. 
But he warned them that any subterfuge with this great 
and unavoidable question would cause them to promptly 
experience the fate of their predecessors. He warned 
the monopolists of power, that if they refused justice 
to the unrepresented 24,000,000, it would assuredly soon 
be asked in a sterner voice and with a ruder hand than his, 
in spite of the Times and the Saturday Review—(a laugh) 
those masked conspirators against the common weal. 
(Cheers.) Ile had only dealt with undeniable facts, and 
he would assure them that at present monopoly of 
political power by afew dishonoured the country and even 
rendered Government insecure. Even monarchy itself 
would pass away unless based on the true interests of 
the people. Should their just demands be refused, they 
would ultimately be surrendered in terror and humilia- 
tiou ‘or they only demanded what reason and justice 
had » ng asked iu vain. The hon. gentleman then sat 
dows amidst most enthusiastic applause. 

Lord Teynham urged an energetic inquiry into the 
expenditure of the country, and the business of the Go- 
vernment offices which he said were open to a most vigi- 
lant scrutiny. The country required reform, and he 
was sure the government which dealt liberally with 
the people would be ensured a long and prosperous rule. 
Mr. J. C. Ewart, M.P., after passing a few reflections 
upon the speakers at the recent Derby Banquet, com- 
plimented the Financial Reform Association as a member 
of Parliament, upon the manner in which they had urged 
on the agitation of the question of financial reform. He 
denounced the duties on timber and the marine assuran- 
ces as gross impositions. If taxes, he said, were to be 
diminished, he hoped they would be diminished upon 
those articles which were both a necessity and a bless- 
ing to the working classes. 

Mr. P. Urquhart, M.P., urged the necessity of an 
immediate reduction in our taxation, and spoke gene- 
rally in corroboration of the views urged by Mr. 
Bright, who, with Mr. Cobden, had, he said, done more 
good to the people of England than either Howard or 
Wilberforce. 

Mr. Lawrence Heyworth then proposed a vote of 
thanks to the members of both Houses of Parliament 
who aay honoured the meeting with their presence that 
evening. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Francis Boult, which 
was responded to by Mr. Hadfield, who believed that the 
present Government, ifjpressed from without, would give 
the people, at least. some hopes for a proper and legiti- 
mate Reform Bill.

FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE. 

Paxis, TUESDAY Eventnc.—By a simultaneous ar- 
rival of the Hamburg Nachrichten, Brusseis Nord, and 
Turin journals, the news ofa coup d'etat, with which Na- 
poleon III. is about to astonish Europe, comes to-day. 
He buys Venice and her territory for 400 million francs, 
and thus keeps his pledge about Alp and Adriatic. Of 
course, he is only broker in this Encumbered Court sale. 
and the real purchaser is Confederated Italy.” 
His object appears to be to come into Congress with 
the eclat of founder and “ protector” of this famous con- 
federation under Pontific presidency—as he is fully 
aware by this time that bayonets alone could realise his 
Villatranca scheme, and he hopes that Italy may be 
thus carried by storm, in a paroxysm of gratitude to her 
deliverer. 

In point of marketable value Venice is not worth by a 
full quarter what the province would have fetched this 
time last year, if then sold with Lombardy. Its trade, 
as a maratime importing position, is utferly gone, by 
the fact of having no outlet in the now dissevered ex- 
panse of North Italy, which, by rallway, must be hence- 
forth snpplied from the Mediterranean ; even Bologna, 
though near the Adriatic geographically, is, by railway 
through Modena, Parma, and Turin, more accessible to 
colonial and other produce from Genoa and Leghorn 
than from Ancona, which has no sort of rail communica- 
tion with Romagna, and in the present state of Central 
Italy has ceased to be a seaport of any note whatever ; 
the Papal custom house being set up on the line drawn 
from Pesaro to the republic of San Marino, and the 
Central Italian one at Rimini, on the old Via Emilia, 
which gave its nameto the Legations. 

You will find in Galignani, copied from the Genoa 
Mercantile Courier, exact statistics as to the twelve re- 
giments of infantry, the amount of cavalry and field 
guns now capable of action under General Fanti—the 
total is 50,000 men, of whom 2,000 are on furlough ; but 
in February the Central Italian army returns will show 
60,000, and in case of any sudden call that number is 
sure to be doubled. 

The Frankfort Journal gives a letter from Vienna 
(22nd Nov.) stating that the Duke and Duchess of 
Modena have made up their mind to spend a pleasant 
winter in that capital, as Congress is not likely to do 
any business referring to their lost estate until the be- 
ginning of May, or perhaps the anniversity of Sol- 
ferino. 

A committee has been sent from Turin to decide 
on the spot of that battle-field best suited to the 
erection of a monumental trophy worthy of the event. 

A decoy shop for recruits to be forwarded to An- 
tonelli, “care of Colonel Kalbermatten, Ancona, war- 
ranted,” is now open at the Faubourg Meidling, under 
the very windows of Schoenbrun at Vienna. ‘The occu- 
pants of the Imperial Palace can see the proceedings, 
which are payment pown of twenty dollars of taking 
what is called the “shilling” in England, twenty dol- 
dols more outfit and travelling cash. It is enough to 
make many an enterprising Paddy get out of his senses 
entirely. 

I gave you early information of De Bourqueney’s final 
retirement from Diplomatic life (indeed Zurich was 
enough to give any rational being a surfeit of such work). 
He is now replaced at Vienna by Marquis de Moustier, 
removed thither from Berlin. He is brother-in-law to 
Montalambert, but not a partaker in the Count’s peculiar 
theories. 

A letter from Naples (dated 22nd Nov.), tends to dis- 
sipate the fears feltfor Lord Holland, who is a residen 
there, and was alarmingly ill lately.

2 1. Tiere shall be in future peace and friendship 
between his Majesty the Emperor of the French and his 
Majesty the Emperor of Austria, as also between their 
heirs and successors, their respective States and subjects, 
for ever. : 

Art. 2. All prisoners of war shall be immediately re- 
turned on both sides. 

Art. 3. To attenuate the evils of war, an exception is 
made to the general law, and all Austrian vessels cap- 
tured, not yet condemned as prizes, shall be restored. 

The vessels and cargoes shall be restored in the same 
state as when taken, after payment of all expenses, 
charges, &c., incurred by their capture, and on payment 
of the usual allowance to the captors (fret acquis a 
capteurs); no indemnity can be claimed on account of 
prizes sunk or destroyed, nor for the loss of merchandise, 
even not condemned as prize money. : 

It is also understood distinctly that all decisions given 
hold good. a : 

(Art. 4. declares the cession of Lombardy to his Ma- 
jesty the Emperor of the French, with the details given 
in the two treaties already published. } 

Art. 5. His Majesty the Emperor of the French de- 
clares his intention of handing over (remetire) to his 
Majesty the King of Sardinia the territories ceded by 
the preceding article. 3 

Art. 6. The territories still oceupied in virtue of the 
armistice of the 8th of July last shall be reciprocally 
evacuated by the belligerent Powers, the troops of which 
will retire immediately beyond the frontier line stipula- 
ted in Art. 4. 

(Art. 7. to. 1“ inclusive are verbatim the same as those 
already {published in the treaty between France and 
Sardinia, relative to the settlement of the financial points 
between the two countries, and the money indemnity 
to be paid to Austria and France.] 

Art. 18. His Majesty the Emperor of the French and 
his Majesty the Emperor of Austria engage themselves 
to favour with all their efforts the creation of a Confede- 
ration between the Italian States, to be placed under the 
honorary presidency of the Holy Father, and the object 
of which would be to maintain the independence and 
the inviolability of the Confederated States, to assure 
the development of their moral and material interests, 
and to guarantee the internal and external safety of 
Italy by the existence of a federal army. 

Venetia, which remains placed under the Crown of 
his Imperial, Royal, and Apostolic Majesty, will form 
one of the States of this Confederation, and will parti- 
cipate in the obligations as well as in the privileges 
(droits) resulting from the federal pact, the clauses of 
which shall be determined by au assembly consisting of 
representatives of all Italian States. 

Art. 19. As the territorial deliminations (c:rconscrip- 
tions) of the independent States of Italy which took no 
part in the late war cannot be changed except with the 
sanction of the Powers that presided at their formation 
and acknowledged their existence, the rights of the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, the Duke of Modena, and of 
the Deke of Parmaare expressly reserved between the 
high contractiag parties. 

Art. 20. Desirous of seeing the tranquillity of the 
States of the Church and the power of the Holy Father 
assured ; convinced that such object could not be more 
cefficaciously attained than by the adoption of a system 
suited tothe wants of the populations, and conformable 
to the generous intentions already manifested by the 
Sovereign Pontiff, his Majesty the Em r of the 
French and his Majesty the Emperor of Austria will 
unite their efforts to obtain from his Holiness that the 
necessity of introducing into the administration of his 
States the reforms admitted as indispensable shall be 
taken into serious consideration by his Government. 

Art. 21. With a view to contribute by every effort 
to quiet the public mind, the high contracting parties 
declare and promise that in their respective territo- 
ries, and in the lands restored or ceded, no individual 
compromised by the recent events in the Peninsula, 
no matter what his rank or position in society, shall be 
prosecuted, annoyed, or troubled, in person or property, 
on account of his conduct or political opinions. 

Art. 22. The present treaty shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications exchanged within one fortnight, or earlier 
if possible. In faith of which the respective Pleni- 
potentiaries have signed it and fixed their seals there- 
unto.

AppitTiosaL ARTICLE TO THE TREATT SIGNED BETWEEN 
France AND AbsrRIA AT ZURICH, ON THE 10TH OF 
NoveMBER, 1859. 

The Government of his Majesty the Emperor of the 
French engages itself towards the Government 
of his Imperial, Royal, and Apostolic Majesty to make, 
on account of the new Government of Lombardy, which 
will guarantee its repayment, to pay to it 40,000,000 
florins (conventions munz), stipulated by the 7th 
article of the present treaty, in instalments, as 
follows :— 

Eight millions of florins shall be paid cash, by a 
bill on Paris, without interest, on the expiration of the 
third month, dating from the dayon which the pre- 
sent treaty was signed, and which will be handed 
to the Plenipotentiarics of his Imperial, Royal, and 
Avostolic Majesty when the exchange of ratifications 
takes place. 

The payment of the remaining 32,000,000 florins 
shall take place at Vienna, cash, in 10 successive ins tal- 
ments, to be made every two months, by bills on Paris, 
each of 3,200,000 florins. The first of these payments 
will be made twomonths after the payment of the bill 
of 8,000,000 florins above stipulated. For that date, as 
for the other following, the interest will be reckoned at 
five per cent., dating from the first day of the month 
which will follow the exchange of the ratifications of 
the present treaty. 

The present additional article shall have the same 
force and value as if inserted verbatim in the treaty of 
this day.

AFFAIRS OF NAPLES. 

Napies, Nov. 22.—The expected invitation from 
France and Austria to request the King of the Two 
Sicilies to send his representatives to a Congress has not 
yet arrived. When it does reach the government an im- 
mediate Les, I hear, is to be sent off to Paris and 
Vienna. I have no improvement to report in the deci- 
sions ofthe King. His Majesty’s healthis anything but 
promising, while his mental weakness seems to increase. 
He has no decision, and none of his Ministers or the 
representatives of foreign countries appear to pos- 
sess much influence. ‘The Queen mother still di- 
rects affairs. The Austrian Minister visits the 
palace daily, and transacts business with the widow 
of the late Ferdinand II. I hear from people about 
the Court strange stories of police reports, which in- 
form the high authorities of a wide-spread plot to get 
rid of the Bourbons. The army is said to be discon- 
tented, andready to join in a popular demonstration. 
This I have often heard before. People speak now 
about the increasing chances of the Muratist party. 
The Neapolitans look to France, and pretend the 
Emperor will some day agree with King Victor Em- 
manuel to place one of his family on the throne of the 
Two Sicilies and form a real Italian league, over which 
France would exercise, of course, greatinfluence. Other 
politicians are for union with Piedmont, independent ot 
all French influence ; but all agree thereis no hope of im- 
provement so long as the Bourbons are in Naples. I have 
heard the leading men of all parties frequently declare if 
the King were to grant them a constitution they would 
not thank him for it. The people of the Two Sicilies 
want to follow the example of Tuscany, Modena, and 
Parma, and get rid of the dynasty. I still hold to my 
old opinion, that no movement will take place in this 
country unless external events bring iton. ‘The army on 
the Roman frontier is employed in building defensive 
works, although Garfbaldi has retired from command. 
General Filangieri does not show any signs of poli- 
tical life. I was told yesterday that no changes of 
any description would take place until the expected 
Congress had met, and it was ascertained whether the 
4 of Austria in Italy would prevail, or whether 
the King would find it convenient to embrace a na- 
tional Italian policy. It is reported in high circles 
here that there is a possibility of Austria abandoning 
Venetia. If so, that would mean a withdrawal of all 
hope ever again to exercise influence in the Italian 
peninsula. Now, should Austria really give up her 
hopes in Italy, [I am sure the Bourbons would decamp 
pretty soon after. The King knows he can never re- 
concile himself with his “ most beloved subjects,” as 
he calls his people in official decrees. A great amount 
of poverty exists in the provinces, and government 
has made arrangements to supply the poor with cheap 


bread. — 
THE CONGRESS. 

The Independance Belge has the following :— 
“A telegram from Marseilles, bringing news from 
Rome to the 24th, confirms the report that Cardinal An- 
tonelli will represent the Holy See at the Congress. If, 
however, we are to believe the information transmitted 
from Paris, this choice cannot have been definitely set- 
tled, since the Pope has only as yet given a provisional 
consent tothe Congress. It had, indeed, been decided 
inan assembly of cardinals that a series of questions 
should be addressed to the Duke of Gramont concerning 
the programme of the Congress, but as the French Am- 
bassador could not reply to their questions in the absence 
of instructions from his Government, the Court of Rome 
had resolved to postpone its adhesion to the Congress 
until the apostolic nuncio at Paris should have received 
the information vainly required of M. de Grament.” 

The Nord states that Prince Gorstchakoff will repre- 
sent Russia as first plenipotentiary at the Congress, and 
that it is not impossible that in consequence of the 
guarantee given by the good understanding between 
France and England that M. de Cavour may also be 
sent there by King Victor Emmanuel. 


TUSCANY. 

FLorence, Nov. 25.—If ever the Italian cause is to 
be brought up for sentence before the Areopagus of a 
European Congress, certainly none of its advocates will 
plead so loudly and efficaciously in its behalf as its 
worst enemies, Austria, Rome, and Naples, seem bent 
upon doing. ‘The Italian papers are full, usqua ad nau- 
seam, of letters from Perugia, Foligno, Pesaro, and An- 
cona; from Mantua, Verona, Trento, and Venice; from 
Naples, Messina, and Palermo; all written in the same 
strain; all repeating the same dolorous burden of end- 
less arrests, senseless taxation, arbitrary spoliation, 
violation of justice, virtual state of siege, actual reign of 
terror. Private letters, though smuggled through the 
toils of seal-breaking post-offices ; commercial notes, 
though the production of wary men, anxious, above 
all things, to avoid getting into political scrapes ; every 
line coming from enslaved Italy, however cautiously 
and timorously penned, brings confirmation of the sor- 
rowful tale. 

Take, for instance, the following extracts from Pe- 
rugia: 

“In my last I was telling you how Antonio Bisdo- 
mini and Settimio Fantigoni, called Temperiniccio, 
were condemned to 15 years’ imprisonment with hard 
labour in the galleys, and to 50 strokes of the bastinado 
each, for alleged complicity in the desertion of some 
Papal soldiers. Fantigoni was submitted to the 
infliction of the bastinado, to wrench from him 
a confession of his guilt, after enduring the martyr- 
dom of twenty-one strokes, he deemed it expedient 
to acknowledge himself guilty rather than succumb 
under that horrible kind of torture. The sentence, 
pronounced agreeably to the dispositions in force for the 
‘Foreign Regiment’ (unknown to us here), was 15 years 
to the galleys ; it was brought before a Court of Revi- 
sion, always in obedience to the said military and ex- 
ceptional penal laws, and the penalty was ‘ benignly’ 
reduced to five years, on condition, however, that the 
prisoners should submit, as they actually were submitted 
alla fpena dicinquanta legnate pro una vice tantum, ed 
IN VIA DI GRAzIA (to 50 cudgel-strokes, for once only, 
and by way of pardon). The penalty of the stick is the 
order of the day. On Monday, the l4th, in the 
early part of the day, five men were brought to St. 
Peter’s Barracks—they were one Battino,one Vaselli 
surnamed Braccino, one Saletti, Zoppetti, and Gambel- 
unghe—against all of whom soldiers, purposely bribed, 
fraudulently seduced, or even forced, to bear witness, 
brought the charge of having urged or helped them ina 
projected scheme of desertion ; the soldiers, be it ob- 
served, had all been condemned, some to months’, some 
to days’ military imprisonment, for their own share in 
the o In the presence of these witnesses, Battino 
received 30 strokes. The President of thecourt-martial 
who pronounced the capital punishment against the Pro- 
visional (insurrectionary) Junta, at Perugia, Major 
— was the head executioner, watching over and di- 
recting the proceedings. Three sticks were broken on 
the poor wretch’s back, which was fearfully torn and

him clear of every claim. It is true all parties interested 
receive due notice that Mr. Smith, of the Island of Mull,

The 
affair long known as the “ Tobermorry case” has just 
been decided in that sense. The creditor endeavoured 
to get a sequestration set aside on the ground of in- 
sufficient designation—the party, a London barrister 
and well known concocter of companies, having been 

describedjon the strength of his 40 days’ residence, as 
of ‘Tobermorry, in the Isle of Mull. There is no spe- 

cial statutory designation requisite, and no person is 
bound t» give any clue to former identity. Itis enough, 
according to the ruling of the Lord Justice Clerk, that 
he specifies his actual position at the moment. He may 
have been chairman of a bank or a steam company, but, 
if he chooses in his sojourn at the island to open a little 
shop and call himself of Tobermory, grocer, that will ap- 
parently suffice. One of the justices, Lord Benholme, 
dissented, and thought this to be a very dangerous sys- 
tem, and against the real reading of thelaw. A good 
designation was admitted to be requisite, and in his 
opinion the question as to what is a good designation 
depends on the purposes for which it is required. “ If 
in a case of sequestration,” he observed, “ the object of 
the statute in requiring a designation is not to make the 
-bankrupt generally known, I don’t know what its object 
is.“ He found himself, however, in a minority, and the 
happy news may therefore go forth that there is an 
Alsatia in Scotland for every gentleman in difficulties 
undesirous of fame. At the same time, if the notifica- 
tion should have the effect of stimulating English traders 
to the exercise of increased prudence, there will, perhaps, 
be no occasion to regard it with regret. 


FASHIONS FOR DECEMBER. 

(From Le Follet.) 
The materials for the present season aro very beautiſul— 
the rich fabrics with flowers embroidered on taffetas antique. 
These taffetas are very strong, and the flowers are in smal! 
bouquets and foliage in white silk. Upon a chesnut-brown 
ground the flowers are nasturtiums, orange, green, or lilac 
colours. The taffetas antique are also made plain in all 
shades. 

We must mention the veloute Imperatrice—a kind of terry 
velvet, but more solid and firm, and exquisitely shaded, For 
visiting dresses this fabric in dark colours is very elegant. 
The skirts are made without flounces, and trimmed with 
coloured velvet ornaments. Brown, and a kind of ruby 
colour, are the most distinguees. Brown for robes or simple 
manteaux. The ruby is employed with black velvet or plain 
black silk. 

The robe Isabeau is made in this style. It is of black taf- 
fetas antique, without a join at the waist; open on the side, 
and trimmed round with a band of ruby velvet, which is 
caught together at distances with passementerie ornaments. 
The sleeves are bouillonnes, with a velvet cuff. A band of 
velvet is placed down the shoulder seams, and to the point of 
the waist behind, where it is fastened with flat buttons. The 
skirt is trimmed to match. 

The new colour is a mixture of groseille des Alpes and 
violet. In velvet it is most beautiful. 
| {The Pekin velvet in broad stripes of two shades should not 
be trimmed. Theskirt should be long, and cut on the bias. 

Besides these charming robes, we must notice the more 
simple silks for negligées. Woollen materials are worn for 
morning dresses—reps, with small flowers, or striped in black 
or sombre colours. Spotted taffetas and woollen velvets are 
also much used. 

Satin dresses, embroidered ‘with flowers and taffetas glace, 
but glace in a new manner, and taffetas with velvet flowers 
of the same colour woven in the stuff, and Pekin are all 
fashionable. 

A dress of white satin, embroidered, is suitable four full 
dress. It should then be trimmed with lace en tabilier, and 
bows matching the flowers. The body should have embroi- 
dered tully, and lace on it in drapery form. The sleeves also 
must be long and hanging. 

Glace robes look very well when the front of the skirt is 
trimmed with passementerie composed of plaits or rouleaux 
and tassels. The body then has a trimming to match cross 
ing from shoulder to shoulder, and being narrower at the 
waist,a bow of passementerie is placed on each shoulder, 
which has a very pretty effect. The sleeves are trimmed to 
match. 

We mention open bodies as a novelty of the season. They 
are now much made for home or dinner dress. 

Pekin dresses are made in this style. Very full, and long 
behind, and the bottom of the skirt trimmed with three fluted 
fleunces, Plain body, with a kind of basque square behind. 
and raised on the hip with two buttons on the back. This is 
called the dr n basque. 

Dresses witheut a seam at the waist are not yet at all 

generally — ; they are however sometimes seen in 
quilting, poplin, or Vichy cloth edged with velvet, and 
trimmed with curled buttons, rosettes of guipure, or black 
lace arranged in three rows down the front. Two forms of 
this style are made :—The first has no plaits; the skirt is 
formed of goars, diminishing towards the waist, and then en- 
larged again to form the body. The second has only the 
back and two front breadths cut in one piece and in a point. 
The two at the sides are put in the whole width, and form 
three large flat plaits under the arm. Sleeves made tight to 
the arm, with one or two seams, are trimmed at the top by a 
full narrow bouillon. 
In morning dress, small collars and cuffs of batiste, or 
linen edged with colours, are worn, but white embroidery is 
certainly more recherche. For demi-toilette thin muslin 
sleeves with frills, trimmed with guipure and surmounted 
by an insertion in which a coloured ribbon is run, are very 
pretty. Others are made of one large puff of muslin, with a 
fulling round the wrist and up the seam. Some muslin 
sleeves have mousquetaire cuffs, lined with coloured silk. 
Others are formed of three bouillons of tulle and muslin, 
separated by bands of velvet with long ends, edged with 
black guipure. Bouillons of muslin, with ruches arranged 
in melon shape are also worn. With all these sleeves, collars 
to match are indispensable. 

Nearly all the walking dresses are made with plain skirts, 
trimmed en tablier or fastened up the front. Some skirts 
are cut crossway, and set in at the waist in large flat 
1 one plait under each arm and two behind. 
Amp trimmings for dresses are made in 
varieties. Aiguillettes, buttons, bows with . 
acorns trimmed with lace and enlivened with black beads 
and flat graduated ornaments, both for bodies and skirts,

COMMON PLEAS—NISI PRIUS—Yesrerpay.

M‘ Donnell v. Bunton, 

The action in this case was brought by the Messrs.

Foreman—If the commissioners, or any of them, were 
aware of Jones receiving moneys and not lodging them, as he 
should have done, and that through kindness to him they did 
not mention it to the defendant, are we to find on that ? 

Chief Baron—If they were aware ef the misconduct 
of Jones to such an extent as that they ought to have 
dismissed him, or if that is material in your judgment 
as to influence Mr. Smith not to enter into socurit , their 
withholding the information would vitiate the bond. it they 
withheld material information from Mr. Smith, then, whether 
it was from kindness to Jones, or from other cause, they 
withheld that information, you may find that the’ bond was 
voided. That is the simplest way in which I can give it to 
you, but you must be satisfied that there were defaults 
such as were likely not to have occurred without 
their knowledge, and the withholding of the infor- 
mation relative to which would be material for the 
defendant to know. But the lodgings of moneys a day 
or two late, or other trifling irregularities of that kind, are 
immaterial, and would not effect the bond. 

A Juror—My lord, the fire in the jury-room is run down, 
and the coal has gone out; would your lordship have the 
kindness to order us up a fire?

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY. 
(Before Judge Lynch.) 
IMPORTANT DECISION.

This case stood until Wednesday last, at the instance of 


the insolvent, who was an officer in the army, in order that he 
might have an opportunity of . * affida vit made 
by the opposing creditor, his Grace the

Counsel for his grace appeared at the first hearing, and their op- 
position was recorded; but though theywere present on Wednes- 
day, shortly before the case was called on, they left court and 
in their absence the case was ed with in so far, as 
the formal question being asked— id any one appear to op- 

the discharge of theginsolventi? No appearance haying 
— made, his lordship pronounced the insolvent's discharge; 
and the question which stood over for argument yesterday, 
morning was, whether this could be considered an adjudica 
tion er the act. 

Mr. Kernan, O. C., with whom was Mr. Smith, were heard 
on the part of the insolvent ; and Mr. Hammill, for the op- 
posing creditor. : 

Judge Lynch delivered judgment, and said— When this case 
was called on for hearing it was intimated that opposition had 
been entered, but no appeared to prosecute that oppo- 
sition, and, in entire ignorance that any opposition, would be 
brought forward, the court disposed of the case, as a matter 
of course, and pronounced the insolvent’s discharge. At the 
time he was not informed that the case stood over under an 
order of the court for further affidavits; at the time he was 
not informed that on that morning an intimation was 
given by the parties attending to oppose the insolvent 
that opposition would be brought forward. Therefore this 
case was disposed of by the court as a matter of 
course, which would not have been so, at least without 
affording time to ‘see if opposition would be brought 
forward, had all the circumstances been fully dis- 
closed. He did not mean to say that any communication 
made to the insolvent's agent, Mr. Greaves, imposed a duty 
on him to inform the court of all the circumstances. It was 
not to be understood that the opposite party could, by any 
communication, put the opposite solicitor in the position of 
an attending agent for him. Therefore, he would not dispose 
of the present question upon one of the grounds mentioned 
in the 233 rd sec. of the act, for a rehearing, namely, 
fraudulent dealing with the court. At the same time he 
thought, for the sake of that confidence which ought to exist 
among professional men it would have been better that he 
had been informed that the case was adjourned especially for 
answering affidavits, and that the communication to which he 
referred had been made that morning. He was so strongly 
impressed with this view of the case, that on leaving court 
the previous day, he had almost made up his mind to give 
his decision upon the facts which had transpired at the bearing 
before him ; but, onfurther consideration, he thought where 
the liberty of the subject was concerned, he was bound to 

ive th® party the benefit of any doubt which might have 

en occasioned by reason of what occurred. He could not 
help thinking, notwithstanding all he had heard urged tothe 
contrary in argunent, but that the discharge which he pro- 
nounced was an adjudication within the meaning of the act, 
and, it being an adjudication within the meaning of the act, 
he had no power to re-open the case. A miscarriage had, no 
doubt, taken place, which he was anxious should be 
prevented for the future. He had, with this object, 
directed that, for the future, there should be a list in court 
of the cases for each day’s adjudication, and he wished all 
perties attending to oppose the discharge of insolvents to 
give a ticket to the registrar in the morning, if opposition 
were intended to be made. This would secure, when a 
case was called on, a little more time being taken to see that 
there was really an intention of the party appearing at the 
disposal of the case. The court, no doubt, was misled into 
pronouncing the order it did in the present case but he thought 
the safest course he could pursue under the circumstances 
was, to allow the order which he made for the discharge of 
the insolvent, the previous day, to stand.
